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A Low Power SWR Indicator For UHF 


By Dick Fredricks, K4UGC * 


Here is a low power SWR indicator that gives visual indica- 
tion of conditions of transmission lines andis suitable for use in 
UHF frequencies up through 1200 MC, Itis simple to build and 
simpler to use, 

The diagram is almost self explanatory and is drawn to full 
scale for easy measurement, The container is any metal box 
with a detachable cover which can be screwed or bolted down 
for good electrical contact, Drill holes for the #47 pilot bulbs 
using a 3/8?’ drill for a tight fit and solder the bulbs in place, 
The contact can be copper shim stock and should be soldered to 
the cover between the two bulbs and bent at right angles to it- 
self so as to form loops in aplane with the wire connecting the 
two coax connectors, The connectors can be any type that fits 
your needs and should-be centered in the box, The box is a 1- 
1/2?’ cube. 

When in use the bulb over the input connector should glow 
brightly while the output bulb should show little or no light, 
Adjust line and antenna until these conditions exist. The unit 
can be used in either direction, 1N23C diodes can be used in 
place of bulbs if the use of a meter is desired but should be 
insulated from cover. Conductors from the diodes should be 
shielded and may be switched to show front and reflected cur-

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P.E.P. Intake And All That Jazz! 


By Jack Wainwright, W4lEH 


Peak Envelope Power (P.E.P) 
is a method for rating linear 
amplifier power capability, 
Amateur SSB transmitters are 
rated by the manufacturers in 
P.E.P. input for the reason of 
F,.C.C, requirement, Commer- 
cial SSB transmitters are nor- 
mally rated in P,E,P, output as 
determined by the two tone test 
method. The methods used by 
manufacturers to arrive at P.- 
E.P. input figures for amateur 
transmitters are seldom men- 
tioned, 

P.E.P. input is defined asthe 
D.C. input at the modulation 
envelopes peak, and may be 1.4 
to 2 or more times the P.E.P. 
output power. Factors contrib- 
uting to the P.E.P. output fig- 
ure are; Plate Efficiency Dis- 
tortion, Plate Dissipation of 
tube type, loading and power 
supply capability. Distortion is 
the prime limiting factor. To 
measure precisely the P.E.P. 
input to a given amplifier at a 
given moment is a very difficult 
thing to accomplish, Asa re- 
sult, various methods of ap- 
proximation have been devised. 
The assumed method used by 
manufacturers to establish am- 
plifier capability is the two tone 
test, which measures the peak 
envelope current without dis- 
tortion, (flat topping) with un- 
limited driving power, times the 
plate voltage. 

A method-of P.E.P, input ap- 
proximation and linear ampli- 
fier tune up procedure without 
a@ scope, which is fairly accur- 
ate, has been suggested in a past 
QST article by H, F. Wright, 
Jr. (W1PNB). It states, as an 
example, if your linear ampli- 
fier is rated at a plate voltage 
of 800 and a maximum signal 
current of 400 MA, (NOTE: 
Manufacturers ratings are for 
single steady signal, not speech) 
the procedure for tune up with- 
out a scope and P,E,P, approx- 
imation is as follows: 

1, Insert a small amount of 
carrier from the exciter and 
tune the grid and plate circuits 
to resonance as indicated on an 
output indicator in the antenna 
feed line, 

2, Adjust the coupling to the 
antenna feed line (usually a pi- 
net output loading capacitor) for 
maximum output for a given 
plate current at resonance, in 
this case 400 MA, If the D.C, 
current is less than 400 MA, 


the linear drive is insufficient 
or the antenna not matched as 
will be indicated by aSWR 
bridge. 

3. Vary the amount of carrier 
insertion and observe output in- 
dicator, note the point at which 
increasing the carrier no longer 
results in rapidincrease in out- 
put. This should be close to 
400 MA. Use this figure to 
multiply by the plate voltage, 
This will result in the maximum 
signal linear power available of 
P.E.P, input. In this case, 320 
watts, 

4, Remove the carrier, ad- 
just speech gain for a maximum 
Speech peak of 200 MA on the 
Plate MA Meter, This will re- 
sult in a speech P.E.P, input of 
320 watts as above and allows 
for meter lag. 

5. The above method should 
be used with caution, making 
readings rapidly and not extend- 
ing time of heavy carrier inser- 
tion, possibly exceeding the 
Plate dissipation of tubes, A 
Scope should be used if avail- 
able, 

It is hoped that this will clear 
up some of the confusion onP,- 
E.P, ratings and eliminate many 
misconceptions as to its mean- 
ing and application,

“skill”? have been used when 
speaking ofthis award. Accord- 
ing to my understanding of the 
requirements to receive this 
award it is only necessary to 
handle (and report to the SCM), 
on amateur bands, using ARRL 
procedure either a total of 500 
messages covering originated, 
received, relayed and delivered 
OR to have a total of 100 mess- 
ages covering originations and 
deliveries in any month report- 
ed. 

At this date nothing is said 
about it being necessary to do 
this using the CW, Phone or 
RTTY modes exclusively and 
nothing is mentioned about how 
good you must demonstratably 
be while doing it. If you area 
13 WPM CW operator and make 
it — fine—and it’s possible if you 
have the time, etc. If youstam- 
mer on phone and it takes you 
longer than anyone else but you 
still make it — fine. If youdon’t 
type so good on RTTY etc. and 
you make it — also fine, There 


is nothing on the BPL card that 
shows the ability of the operator 
concerned, It merely shows that 
this operator worked hard 
enough to earn the BPL award. 

It does seem a bit incongruous 
that it is still call the BPL 
(Brass Pounders League) award 
since this isnolonger appliedto 
CW operators alone. However, 
if the Phone or RTTY traffick- 
ers don’t mind and the CW men 
can live with it, for gosh sakes 
let’s keep the old name and not 
have another one of these Hertz 
things come up,

Magnetic 


Deviations 
By Howard Kelley, K4DSN 


If you’re a real stickler for 
accuracy and you want your 
beam or quad toreally be onthe 
beam, it’s imperative that the 
antenna be calibrated to true 
north and not magnetic north, 

Living in Florida has its ad- 
vantages in this respect. No 
where in the Sunshine State is 
the deviation from true to mag- 
netic north more than five de- 
grees, 

Below is a chart showing the 
deviation between the two for 
major cities in Florida, For

Century Ago

When Marconi flashed his 
primitive spark signals over 
the land he ushered into the 
world a new method of com- 
munication that superseded the 
smoke and light signals usedfor 
centuries by humans all over 
the world. 

In rapid succession over the 
intervening years hams became 
acquainted with the ‘‘roaring 
spark’, rotary gap, hartley, 
TNT, TPTG, MOPA, crystal 
control, loop modulation, Heis- 
ing, SSB, ham TV, and inbetween 
facsimile, All this contributed 
to the ham’s advancement in the 
amateur radio field, However, 
no medium of amateur commun- 
ication has made such rapid 
strides in the field as has ham 
television, This fact was

Let’s Compare 


Antennas 
By RALPH SHAW,WA4HIZ 


“My antenna has 13 db gain, 
low angle radiation, and hori- 
zontal polarization,” This 
could easily be someone’s com- 
ment during a QSO when talking 
about their antenna system, 

13 db gain --- A decibel is no- 
thing more than a ratio using 
constants and logarithms to 
compare the relative size of two 
expressions, Most radio ama- 
teurs base gain figures to the 
DIPOLE rather than the theor- 
etical point source ISOTROPIC 
antenna used mostly in com- 
mercial work. Thus, by 13 db 
gain, a ham usually means that 
the main lobe of forward radi- 
ation will exhibit asignal stren- 
gth 13 db greater than that of a 
dipole antenna, 

Low angle radiation --- What 
radiation is low relative to 
what? The angle of radiation re- 
fers to the angle above the hori- 
zon, Low angle radiation would 
mean that the axis of the main 
power lobe from an antenna 
makes a small angle with the 
horizon or is close to parallel 
to the surface of the earth, A 
low radiation angle is mostim- 
portant in working DX because 
it allows the signal totravel the 
greatest distance before being 
reflected to earth by the iono- 
sphere, 

Horizontally polarized --- 
What in the radiation is polar- 
ized horizontally to what? Sig- 
nal polarization is the position 
of the radiated electrostatic 
lines of force relative to the 
surface of the earth. Thus, for 
a linear radiator such as a di- 
pole the electric-field compon- 
ent is in the same plane as the 
dipole while the magnetic field 
component is at right angles.
